/From  His  Exporior.co  in.  China  Over  a 
Period  of  Some  Twenty  Years,  Dr. 
Dildino  Interprets  t.lio  Attitude  of 
Ohlncso  Students. 


AVudnosdny's  assembly  program 
/brought  to  the  students  a  very  interest¬ 
ing,  startling,  and  educational  lecture 
'•  by  Dr.  Dildino  of  the  Social  Science 
Department  of  the  College.  His  loc¬ 
i'  lure  entitled  "The  Jlise  of  the  Nation¬ 
alist's  Movement  in  China,”  was  based 
upon  facts  and  observations  made  by 
himself  while  teaching  in  Shanghai, 
oyer  a  period  of  twenty  years. 

'  A  summary  of  bis  lecture  reveals  the 
■  following  thoughts.  Previous  to  1S95 
there  was  no  universal  feeling  of  na¬ 
tional  affairs  in  China.  This  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  Japan,  in’ a  war  with 
China  in  1895,  destroyed  all  of  the 
Chinese  army  and  navy  and  tool:  pos¬ 
session  of  Tomoso  and  Korea,  besides 
other  valuable  Chinese  possessions. 
After  the  clouds  of  war  had  drifted 
away  Mr.  Dildino  found  that  one-fourtli 
of  the  Chinese  people  had  never  heard 
or  bnown  of  a  war. 


The  seventh  nnd  eighth  -grades  of  the 
College  elementary  sciiool  have  worked 
out  a  system  whereby  they  will  keep 
a  record  of  nil  rending  done  during  the 
year.  The  system  is  a  combination  art 
and  literature/  project. 

Every  student  is  to  report  all  books 
rend,  whetlior  nssigncdi  ones  or  ' others 
chosen  by  himself.  For  each  book  he 
uses  a .  thrcjbby-five  card  on  which  he 
reports  tli o  author,  the  title,  and  other 
information.  He'iilso  innkes  a  statement 
of  liis  own  reaction  to  tho  book.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  he  will  bo  able  to  see 
what  he  has  done  in  the  lino  of  rending. 
-His  instructor  will  also  have  the  re¬ 
cord  for  her  use. 

J  The  art  side  of  the  project  took  care 
of  the  filing  of  the  records.  Each  stud¬ 
ent  made  a  box  of  brown  construction 
pnpof  of  sizo  to  hold  the  cards.  These 
are  mounted  upon  u  burlap-covered 
bulletin  board  which  has  a  card  labeled 
"Our  Heading,”  done-  in  three  colors 
in  cut-out' work.  .

Normal  Avenue 
and  Campus  will 
Be  Well  Lighted 


Colloge  and  Property  Owners  Unito  to 
Place  Ornamental  Lights  on  and  Near 
tho  College  Grounds.  ,

The  two  rolls  of  cable  jtfc  the  entrance 
to  the  Collego  grounds  have  occasioned 
enough  comment  to  elicit  a  news  story. 
They  indicate. that  the  lighting  of  Nor¬ 
mal  Avenue — soon  to  be  College  Ave¬ 
nue,  if  tho  petition  that  is  being  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  city  is  granted — and  tho 
collego  grounds,  as  well,  is  soon  to  be 
a  reality.  .  .  ■ 

The  lighting  of  Normal  Avenue  is  a 
joint  project  of  the  .  College  and  the 
property  owners  on  tlio  south  side  of 
tlio  street.  Ornamental  lights  are  to 
lie  placed  from  tho  junction  of  Fourth 
Street  and  Dunn  to  the  bud  of  Normal 
Avenue.-  ! 

Tiie  College  will  bring  tlio  lights  from 
the  junction  of  Fourth  and  Dunn  to  the 
administration  building.  Two  lights  will 
be  placed,  at  the  corner  /where  tiie  im¬ 
proving  of  the'  drive  in.  being  done. 
Lights  are.  to-.-bq  placid!  on  tiie-  east 
side  of  the  long  walk  every  three  hun¬ 
dred. feet.  Two  will  stand  in  tho  island 
just  in  front  of  the  bujh’ing.  The  two 
Hint  Vare’  now  near  W/pr  building. .will 

in  the  circle  east  of  the  building  and 
one  just  north'  of  thj  building.  -  Two 
more  lights  will  be  placed  in  front  of 
Residence  Hall  and  one  behind  it. 

In  all,  thirteen  lights  are  to  bo  placed 
on  the  campus.  Eleven  of  them  will  bo 
connected  with  the  city  system  and  will 
have  all-night  service.  Tho  one  east  of 
the  building  and' the  one  north  will  be 
controlled  front  within  tho  building  us 
the  two  lights  in  front  now  are. 

Tho  new  lighting  system  is  soon  to 
be  installed.  It  is  hoped  that  tiie  placing 
of  tiie  lights  every  throe  hundred  feet 
on  the  east,  side  of-  flu  walk  will  in¬ 
spire  classes,  societies,  or  individuals 
to  place  another  row  o:  lights  oh  the 
west  side  of  the  walk  so  flint  the  lights 
will  stand  one  . hundred  and  fifty  feet 
apart  instead  of  throe  hundred.  The 
next  hope  is  that  they  nay  then  carry 
the  lights  on  to  the  gymnasium  or  oven 
to  the  College  Park  alon  g  the  Memorial 
drive. 

Along  with  tho  improi  ejneiit  in  light¬ 
ing  is  going  an  improver  nieut  ia  walks. 
When  the  oho-wnv  drives  are  completed 
at  the  entrance,  to  the  college  grounds 
a  walk  will  be  laid  along. the  cast  sido 
of  the  drives  to., connect  .with  the  now 
walk  that  the  city  voce  illy  pat  ia  on 
the  north'; side  of  Point  T  Street  at  its 
intersection  with  Dunn  Street. 


Tho  facility  this  year  includes  a  nurn- 
bor  of  people -who  have  not  been  hero 
before.  Tlioso  who  have  been  added 
represent  a  wide  range,  of  colleges  and 
universities.  Their  experience,  too,  has 
beiiii  wido  and  varied.

“Tempest,  ”  the  John  Barrymore 
screen  masterpiece,  -will  bo  shown  at 
tilt;  College  October  25,  20,  and  27.  This 
picture  is  tlio  fii'st  of  a  seldes  of  moving 
pictures  Hint  will  he  brought  to  the  Col- 
logo  throughout  the  coming  year.  Tlie 
admission  for  the  ‘‘Tempest”  will,  be 
a  minor  coupon  or  thirty-flvo  cents.  Tlio 
showing  starts  at  7 :45  each  evening. 

John  Barrymore  appears  in  his  first 
modern  story  in  five  years  in  ‘‘Tem¬ 
pest,”  for  the  action  of  the.  picture 
begins  in  1914  and  concludes  in  1919. 
Camilla  Horn,  tho  Gorman  actress  who 
was  brought  to  America  by  Joseph  M. 
Sehcnek,  appears  ns  the  Princess  Tnraa- 
ra,  beloved  by  Barrymore,  a  peasant 
officer.  Miss  Horn  was  the  Marguerite 
to  Emil  Jnnnings’  Mepliisto  in 
[‘‘Faust,”  made  by  F.  W.  Murnuii  for 
UFA  in  Germany  .  In  ‘‘Tempest”  she 
nmkes  her  American  debut.  Louis  Wol- 
heim,  of  ‘‘Two  Arabian  Knights”  fame, 
bus  a  very,  prominent  part  in  “Tem¬ 
pest,  ”  so  that  comedy  is  assured.  In¬ 
deed,  in  many ..o'lises  John  Barrymore 
himself  reverts ’to  a  comic  talent  re¬ 
vealed  in  curlier  films. 

Tho  highlights  of  “Tempest.”  are 
scenes  of  passionate  fury  between  a 
princess  of  tho  blood  and  a  peasant,  be¬ 
tween  royalists  and  revolutionists,  be¬ 
tween  generals  and  pedlars;  and  love 
scenes  so  convincing  -  that  Tlie  Now 
York  Telegram  calls  tho  picture,  “the 
answer  to  the  modern  movie  maiden’s 
prayer.”

To  give  tlio  propur  atmosphere  to  tlio 
picture,  n  “standing  army”  of  fifty 
Muscovite  soldiers  was  put  under  con¬ 
tract  nml  a  largo  .bnrncks,  similar  to 
those- used  by  tlio  phi  Imperial  army, 
was  erected.  This  building  had  room 
for  150  steel  cots  along  two  sides  nml 
room  enough  in  the  contcr  for  inspec¬ 
tion  of  n  full  company  of  soldiers. 

A  martial  spirit  took  hold  of  the 
“Tempest”  company  during  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  (lie  military  sequences.'  Every¬ 
body  reported  for  work  promptly  at 
eight  in  the  morning.  Tlie  soldiers  wore 
carefully  inspected  by.  the  chief  make¬ 
up  man  and  Director  Sam  Taylor.  By 
nine  o  ’clock  tho  first  scenes  wore  Bhot 
and  filming  of  scenes  Continued  all  day 
except  for  lunch.  Quitting  time,  or  re¬ 
call,  was  blown  by  a  Russian,  bugler  nt 
six  o  ’clock.

The  State  Parent-Teacher  Association 
held  a  regular  meeting  In  Trenton  Oc¬ 
tober  16,  17,  anil  18.  President  Uol  W. 
Ln m kin  was  one  of  the  main  speakers 
ol’  tho  meeting. 

Tito  Parent -Teacher  Association  was 
organized  in  1908.  Tlio  present  mem¬ 
bership  hns  reached  tho  huge  numbor 
of  1,275,000.  In  our  little  city,  Mary¬ 
ville,  the  membership  roll  has  reached 
the  numbor  of  145.  The  president  of 
tlio  Maryville  P.  T.  A,  council  is  Airs. 
Hugh  Strong.  From  the  figures  men¬ 
tioned,  it  can  bo  seen  tlint  tho  associa¬ 
tion  in  its  twenty  years  of  existence  has 
grown  very  rapidly.  Surely  this  growth 
is  proof  that  the  work  already  accom¬ 
plished  by  tho  organization  has  been'  a 
great  success.  Plans  have  been  made 
and  nre  being  made,  for  tho  future, 
which  will  make  the  next  year  of  -  tho 
Pnrent-Teacher  Asociation ’s  work  an¬ 
other  great  achievement  for  the  better¬ 
ment  of  tho  rising  generation.  Surely 
an  ogniuizatiou  which  hns  ns  its  aim 
the  betterment,  of  the  future  generation, 
is  worthy  of  all  the  praise  wo  can  give. 

Two  outstanding  factors  in  the  origin 
of  tho  Nution-Wide  organization  of  the 
Pnrent-Teacher  Associations,  .  which 
organized  in  1908,  suggests  tho  ideal  of 
this  comparatively  new  organization, 
which  now  has  community  clubs  scat¬ 
tered  throughout  tho  country  and  forty- 
six  State  branches,  .with  National  head¬ 
quarters  at  Washington.  Tlie  first  fac¬ 
tor  is  the  recent  inclusion  in  the  public 
school  curriculum  of  such  pracr.ienl  sub¬ 
jects  as  domestic  science,  henlth,  agri¬ 
culture,  etc.,  which  extend  over  into 
tho  homo  life  of  the  child  arid  demand 
parental  co-operation  if  tho  instruction 
is  to  be  most  effective.  The  second  is 
tlio  vast  increase  of  foreign  homes  hi 
America  nnd  the  fact  that  lack  of  ad¬ 
justment  in  such  homes  ia  of  ten  a  tragic 
handicap  to  the  children -at.  school.  In 
remote  country  districts,  in  Main  Street 
towns,  and  in  Jnrgo  cities  tho  members 
meet  to  talk  over  such  local  problems 
as  involve  both  home  qml  school  inter¬ 
ests  vitally.  Tho  work  of  the  Associa¬ 
tions  i3  not  concerned  with  class-room 
matters  as  such,  but  witli  those  person¬ 
al  and  community  problems  which  arc 
becoming  more  and  more  absorbed  into 
our  public  education  scheme. 

If  health  instruction  is  to  mean  any¬ 
thing,  for  instance,  a  toaclier  of  hygldno 
needs  the  active  support  of  parents  in 
encouraging  children  to  observe  siniplo 
mips  of  healthful  living.  Cooking  and 
Sewing  classes  obviously  benefit  by  n 
dose  relation  to  such  work  in  the  homes 


of  pupils.  Recreation,  school  gardens, 
lunchrooms,  and  savings  hanks  require 
the  attention  of  both  parents  nml  .teach¬ 
ers.  In  these  overlapping  realms  of 
home  nml  School,  parents  nnd  teachers 
have  joined  hands  .in  some  very  specific 
achievements  nnd  have  stimulated  also 
those  mutual  sympathies  and  ideas  by 
which  nit  education  benefits.  Bettor 
buildings  nml  equipment  have  been  se¬ 
cured.  Tlio  discovery  nnd  treatment 
of  such  handicaps  ns  defective  sight 
aiid  hcnrliig  of  pupils  have  been  initia¬ 
ted  in  many  schools  by  tlio  Parent- 
Teacher  Associations.  Hot  lunches  have 
been  instituted  in  isolated  school-houses 
on  the  Dakota  prairies,  and  New  York 
immigrant  children  have  been  weaned 
from  a  diet  of  sausage  and  dill  pickles. 
Supervised  dances  and  other  forms  of 
entertainment  .  hnvo  helped  to  keep 
young  people  from  undesirable  associa 
lions  and  hnvo  encouraged  the  spirit  of 
youth  among  parents. 

Tlie  plan  of  organization  is  simple 
the  idea  being  to  pass  along  helpful  ex¬ 
periences  and  to  keep  alive  a  practical 
enthusiasm  for  school  nnd  community 
weflure.  Printed  reports  of  tlio  differ 
ent  branches  are  made  ns  suggostivo  ns 
poslblc  to  include  hints  and  outlines  for 
special  nct.ivitjes  .  The  danger  of  par 
cntal  interference  in  school  methods 
and  policies  is  perhaps  one  always  lack¬ 
ing,  but  it  seems  not  to  hnvo  proved’ 
the  menace  that  some  critics  predicted. 
As  a  neighborly,  community  affair  the 
organization  provides  a  natural  and 
friendly  moans  of  Americanization  in 
the  better  sense  of  that  much-abused 
term.  And  its  accomplishments  ia  tlio 
last  five  years  indicate  that  such  par¬ 
ent-teacher  cooperation  is  practical, 
cultural,  and  democratic.
